PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  AND,  OTHER  DISEASES. 

There  has  been  small  incidence  of  notifiable  disease; 
this  comprised  two  cases  of  Pneumonia,  one  each  of  Puerperal 
pyrexia  and  Cerebro- spinal  Fever,  three  of  Measles  and  six  of 
"Whooping  Cough,  a certain  amount  of  not  very  serious  Influenza 
occurred  towards  the  close  of  the  year. 

Artificial  Immunisation  against  Diphtheria  has  been 
continued  and  A0P0T,  is  the  prophylaotic  which  has  been  used; 
children  'under  5 years  of  age  and  7 of  school  age  have  been 
immunised. 


A Clinic  for  the  treatment  of  Scabies  has  been  opened 
at  the  First  Aid  Post  in  charge  of  Nurse  Brigg  who  has  had  the 
assistance  of  members  of  Appleby  Red  Cross  Detachment,  216  cases 
have  been  treated  for  which  426  baths  have  been  given* 

The  School  Medical  Officer  states  that  a fairly  high 
standard  of  Nutrition  has  been  maintained  and  that  it  is  seldom 
a verminous  child  is  seen  and  the  high  standard  of  cleanliness 
which  existed 'before  the  reception  of  evacuees  has  returned. 

Modern  Isolation  Hospital  accommodation  is  still 


lacking* 
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There  were  two  cases  of  Non-Pulmonarj7- 
Tuberculosis  notified;  neither  of  these  resulted  in 
death.
